Thinking that possibly the 
members ot our cburcb through- 
out the country may have some 
desire to know how the brethren 
and sisters of Johnstown spend 
their Sabbaths, I will try and 
tell them how we spent today, 
(June 80th) through the Evange- 
list, provided there is nothing 
more interesting and edifying to 
till its columns. This was tbe 
second public service we have 
held since our disaster. I was 
not permitted to be present at 
tbe first service which was held 
last Sabbath. 

The surroundings were some- 
what strange and unnatural as 
wo dare occupy at present, only 
the rear end of the upper room. 
The broken walls and windows 
the dirt and dust on the floor and 
pews, tbe few partly destroyed, 
musty smelling, hymuodies that 
are left us — alt these, were hardly 
the most desirable circumstances 
to inspire the highest degree ot 
worshipful feeling. However, 
we had a good soul-striving ser 
vice and all were made to realize 
the presence ot the Master. 

Bro. Adams spoke earnestly 
and feelingly to us from the 
words, 'My sheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and they fol- 
low me ' Telling us of that 
voice that brings comfort, conso- 
lation and joy to those who are 
in darkness and distress, if they 
are but willing to hear it, and 
our hearts were made to burn 
with the desire that the good 
shepherd might know us as 
sincere aud earnest members of 
his own flock ; and I am sure 
there were not a few of us who 
resolved to follow the Master 
with greater devotion than ever. 
Then when those broken walls 
were made to echo and re-echo, 
with, 

'My faith looks up to thee 
Thou Lamb of Calvary,' 
there were bnt Jew in that little 
gathering whose eyes did not 
overflow with tears. Tears of 
gratitude that onr lives were 
spared, while some of our own 
number, and many of our friends 
and associates had been so sud- 


denly called to their long rest. 
Tears of joy for the privilege of 
worshiping in our own loved 
sanctuary with some prospect of 
its restoration. 

Some months ago, we adopted 
the weekly system of giving tor 
carrying on our church work 
here, and today, I was made to 
realise how deeply in earnest 
our brethren and sisters a*e for 
the success of Zion, when those 
who have had their homes utter- 
ly destroyed and have hardly a 
thing, much less a place ol their 
own, upon which to lay their 
heads, dropped into the collec- 
tion the envelope containing the 
usual weekly amount, and some 
even paid up tbe entire amount 
due for the three Sabbaths upon 
which we could hold no services. 

We have had a practical, but 
sad illustration of the uncertainty 
of earthly treasures, and are 
more anxious, than ever, to lay 
up treasures in heaven. Our 
members have been encouraged, 
by the kind and immediate re- 
sponses from our sister churches, 
to agsin hope that the Chri»tian 
work they have started here may 
be continued tor there ie greater 
need of it, now as well as greater 
opportunity tor it, than hereto- 
fore. And if the good liberal 
brethren and sisters all over our 
land will help us on our test, wo 
wilt use our utmost endeavors to 
carry the ark of the Lord victor- 
iously into the camps of the 
enemy. 

Our Sabbath School will meet 
as usual fr mi this time forth. 
The Sisters' Aid Society will re- 
sume its work this week.

And by a knowledge of 
that whioh makes up a country's
